Background 

On July 12, 1983, Declaratory Resolution No. 83-07-10 was 
introduced in City Council requesting designation of the 
property located at 817 South Barr Street as an "Urban 
Development Area" for purposes of tax abatement.

Action

Recommendation 


Following the Public Hearing, the Redevelopment Commission 
at their Regular Meeting on August 8, 1983, did adopt the 
attached Resolution No. 83-33 recommending to the Common 
Council a "Do Pass" to your Declaratory Resolution designating: 

The property commonly known as 817 South Barr Street 

Lot #2 and Lot #3 in Hanna's Addition to the 
City of Fort Wayne in Allen County, Indiana 

as an "Urban Development Area" for purposes of I.C. 6- 
1.1-12.1, as enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana. 

Rationale 


The Redevelopment Commission staff received the aforementioned 
application and found that:

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Fort Wayne Redevelop¬ 
ment Commission, Governing Body of City of Fort Wayne, Department 
of Redevelopment does hereby find and recommends designation of 
the above-described parcel of real estate in the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, as an "urban development area" for purposes of 
I.C. 6-1-12.1, Sections 2 and 3 as enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of Indiana. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Commission now declares
